Ing to ask themselves whether the 
government's decision to allow the 
bulk of Gen. Ander Polish corp 
to settle in this country was a wi 
move 

With 70.000 Poles out of a total of 
109,000 already here from Italy, the 
Gallup poll taken recently showed 
that 56 percent of the people dis- 
approve of the government's deci- 
sion. The main disapproval was re- 
gistered in Scotland (where the 
Poles were stationed before invasion) 
where three out of four people ques- 
tioned said they were opposed 

In recent weeks, as the Poles and 
their Italian wives and familie 
have started to arrive ocal coun- 
cils in districts where Polish camps 
are to be operated for the next 2 
to 18 months until the men are ab- 
sorbed into civil life, have been 
voicing alarm t the prospect of 
having this “foreign element” in 
their midst 

Want Keep Nationality

fully as possible in useful work 
pending tt r eventual return to 
civil life Those for whom jobs can 
be found will be employed immedi- 
ately but dispersal over the coun 
tryside would be the result Tr 
Poles wish to be allowed to settle in 
some area of Britain where they can 
have their own hool chure 
and news! ers, above all to retain 
their Pol nati« rlity o that they 
may one day 1 as citizens to 
“a free and independent Poland 

In a thoughtful e nination of 
the problem in the influential New

But more important to anglers 
is the fact the hatchery is rapidly 
re-stocking many a nearly fished- 
out lake in the Jasper area. Capable 
of turning out 1,000,000 young trout 
a year tne hatchery has _ sent 
thousands in the past few months 
to such nearby lakes as Patricia, 
Edith and Pyramid. 

Visitors any one day can see 
as many as 200,000 “fingerling” 
trout in the long hatching and 
feeding trays in the main build- 
ing. Several of the completed pools 
outside the building are stocked 
with giant-sized trout large enough 
to make any angler wish he could 
drop a fly into the pond. Youngster: 
wait hour at the pools just for 
feeding time when they can see 
the huee trout wirl and leap in 
the waters for food tossed in by a 
hatcheryman 

The hatchery soon will prove 
one of the scenic points of this 
resort. The main log building is set 
near the Athabaska and Maligne 
rivers in a deep grove of spruce 
The entire area is being landscaped 
and the outside pools edged with 
flagstone walks.
